A ncient Indian Pottery Found

A unique archaeological discov 
ery — the head, torso and arm 
of a clay effigy — has been re­ 
corded by three members of the 
Aboriginal Explorers Club. 


The find was made by Richard 
S. 
Thompson, 
2212 Ohio Ave„ 
Jam es Monte, 339 Commerce St., 
Wellsville, and James W'oodrow of 
Fife Rd., Wellsville R D., while 
excavating an Indian rock shelter 
of the Ollie Campliell farm o f f 
Route 267 near Glenmour. 


THE PIECES are the first such 
artifacts discovered in this section 
of the Ohio Valley. They have 
been dated between 9 00 A. D. to 
before 1600 A. D. by an official 
a t the Pittsburgh Camcgie Mu­ 
seum. 
Thompson,

Aboriginal Club, said effigies of j 
human faces and figures made of 
clay are very rare this far north­ 
east 
of 
Columbus 
and 
down­ 
river from Pittsburgh. 
He discovered two different tor­ 
sos in the shelter. Monte found 
the head and the arm was dis­ 
covered by Woodrow. All were in 
clo.se proximity. 
The head and one of the torsos 
apparently match, along with the 
arm , and are from the same ef­ 
figy. They are medium tan. while 
the second torso is much dark er, 
almost black . 
The arm fits perfectly across 
the chest section, as if m a rest­ 
ing position. 


THEY APPARENTIA w e r e 
fired in some manner and the 
work manship on the torso is ex­ 
tremely fine. If all the pieces 
had been found and put together, 
the entire statue probably would 
be four to six inches long. 
Fine lines can be seen on the 
clay where the artist has used 
some sort of crude to<il in the 
molding before it was fired. 
There is an absence of grit us­ 
ually utilized by the aboriginals 
in mak ing pottery, but none ofi 
the pieces shows any sign of 
crazing or crack ing. The head is 
rounded, with a finely chislcd 
nose, very slanted eyes and rath­ 
e r thin lips. The hips and thigh 
section of the torso give every 
appearance of those of a woman, 
but the head appears to be that 
of a man. 
The figurine overall would do 
credit to any modem - day artist, 
the finders said.

This report has covered only the 
highlights of information gathered 
bv the survey. It does provide 
facts and figures to replace sur­ 
mise and uncertainty about what 
public school systems do in han 
dling religious influence.'’ 


The survey also indicates that 
religions 
influence 
in 
public 
schools plays a larger part in 
predominantly Protestant sections 
of the country. 
The subject is pertinent today 
because, in the pending hills be 
fore Congress to render federal 
aid to education, the admmistra 
tion seems to think it’s all right to 
provide government funds for col

A FEW DAYS 
AGO the Su­ 
preme Court of the United States 
added to the puzzlement on the 
subject bv declining to review a 
Vermont case in which, although 
a 1915 state law provides that.

Paul University in Chicago writes 
"If there is one thing that the 
First Amendment was intended 
to prevent, it is the imposition by

istration is guilty of in offering

conditions repugnant to the indi­ 
vidual conscience of millioas of 
the citizenry?" 


THE CHILDREN of all faiths. 
it is argued, have the "persona! 
constitutional nght to equal pro­ 
tection of the laws" and their 
parents — not necessarily the in­ 
sulations — cannot be denied fed­ 
eral aid just because of religious 
convictions. 
Certainly, whether federal aid is 
or is not desirable is one issue, 
but. once a decision has been 
reached to grant it, can a constitu­ 
tional disunction be made be­ 
tween parochial schools at one 
level and sectarian schools at an­ 
other level? 
Can any public schools be giv­ 
en federal aid where any religious 
observances or teachings now arc 
actually being carried on’ This is 
the question confronting the De­ 
partment of Justice.

A Letter to a Man 
Giving Up Religion 


An eminent clergyman answers those who. shaken by the mysteries of life, say: 


“I can no longer believe, but I will practice goodness; that is enough in itself" 


h ea r Mr. B r o w n : 
In reply to your letter, let me say first that I am 
especially interested in what you write because, in spite 
of the so-called “ religious boom” now widely adver­ 
tised, your statements represent a not-uncommon-atti­ 
tude. You are going to give up religion. You find the 
idea of a good God intellectually indigestible in the 
face of the staggering mystery of this vast universe. 
You have tried to retain your faith, but the insoluble 
mystery of life in this huge and often dreadful universe 
has swamped it. 
So you propose to give up religion and to content 
yourself simply with goodness. Friend, haven’t you for­ 
gotten something: that goodness is the most mysterious 
thing in this mysterious universe? 
I can imagine some ministers saying, in answer to 
your letter, that you are wrong because no one can be 
good unless he is first of all religious. I am not saying 
that. I am saying that when you face genuine goodness, 
whether rn a believer or an unbeliever, you run head­ 
long into life’s deepest mystery and into all the basic 
questions of religion. 
Beauty and integrity of character, Dr. Schweitzer’s 
self-sacrificial dedication, Helen K eller’s indomitable 
courage, supremely the life and quality and influence

of Je su s—that is not simple. Or, even in us ordinary 
mortals, the sense of duty which made Mark Twain s 
Huckleberry Finn say that conscience “ takes up more 
room than all the rest of a person’s insides” —that is 
not simple. That" demands an explanation, and in the 
long run, if you really think it through, you have to 
choose between two explanations. 
One is that goodness is an accident in a material 
universe with no mind behind it. no purpose running 
through it, and with nothing to account for it except 
protons and neutrons going it blind—the cosmos itself 
a “gigantic accident consequent upon an infinite succes­ 
sion of happy flukes." 
The other explanation is that goodness is not an 
accident but a revelation, a disclosure of something 
everlastingly so, light from a central sun, living water 
from an eternal fountain.

That first explanation seems to me incredible. A 
magician may get rabbits out of a hat, but no magician 
can ever get a character like Christ from the mere 
fortuitous play of atoms any more than he can toss 
type into the air and have it fall by physical gravitation 
into the score of Handel’s “ Messiah.” It takes more than 
physical accident to produce integrity of character, 
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fidelity in friendship, saeritiee in serviee, 


c o u r a g e and sportsm anship in difîicuity, 
genuine goodness rising at times to great 
heights of moral heroism. 
When, therefore, you w rite me that you 
are giving up God and are going to content 
yourself with goodness, I am sure that you 
are oversimplifying the m atter. You still 
have the universe on your hands You still 
face the question that will not down, is a 
good life the chance product of a merely 
physical cosmos, or is it a revelation of the

I wish I knew more than your letter 
tells me about why you are getting rid of 
your religion. T here is plenty of intellec­ 
tually and m orally bad religion that you 
may well get rid of. 


I am told that Gandhi was once asked to 
name the greatest enemy Christ faces in the 
modern world, and after a moment s pause 
he answered, “Christianity. 
That is rather rough, but we Christians 
would do well to face up to the tru th in 
it. It may be that religious faith has been 
presented to you in term s that have insulted 
your intelligence and di.sgusted your con­ 
science. All right! Get rid of that! But if 
you are going out for a good character, 
remember that goodness—C hrist’s, for ex- 
a,„p le-raises the basic question in one’s 
philosphy of life: is goodness an accident 
or a revelation? 


The H igh C o st of G oodness 


You are a young man, and I am now in 
my 80s. You w rite about living the good 
life as though you could blow on youi 
hands and do it. That is not my experience 
Hight living in this kind of world is a 
challenging affair. It costs self-discipline, 
self-sacrifice, self-control, courage to refuse 
conformity and to stand up against popular 


wrongs. 
During the Civil W ar a Yankee com­ 
modore was put in charge of a blockade on 
the Mississippi with strict orders to allow 
no cotton to pass down the river. Some 
speculators tried to release their cotton by 
bribing the commodore. They visited him at 
his headquarters and promi.sed him a price 
to let two barges through. W ithout looking 
up from his desk, he refused. They raise 
the price, and he answered with a sharp. 
"No!” Then they raised it again, making 
the bribe a larger one. and the commodore 
leaped from his chair, seized his tem pter by 
the collar, and threw him out the door. 
“Out with you!” he shouted. “You are get­ 
ting too near my price!” 
1 do not know what your moral problem.s 
are, but I am sure that you have a lot of 
them, like the rest of us, and th at some­ 
times your tem pters get too near >oui 
price. For myself, I am thankful that, m

trying to live a good life, I do not have to

it, no purpose

Lincoln’s greatness of character came out 
when catastrophe faced him, when he was 
steady in a shaken time, magnanimous in a 
vindictive time, when the worse the situa­ 
tion became the more of a man he proved 
himself to be. One way or another, it is 
true with all of us that the ultim ate test 
of character comes when trouble comes, 
when some battering shock befalls us and 
the question presented to our goodness is 
not so much whether we will do a right 
deed as whether we can stand up with 
integrity of soul under what life does to us. 
You seem to think of Christ’s goodness 
in term.s of His golden rule I cannot avoid 
thinking of Hi-s goodne.ss in term s of His 
cross. When you are as old as I am, you 
will have seen many admirable characters 
but none so moving as those who, in the 
face of life’s tragedy and injustice, its 
i-ruelty and pain, have revealed such great­ 
ness of soul that they have become the 
world’s saints and saviors. Goodness is not 
merely a m atter of morals but of morale. 
Furtherm ore, goodness involves recovery 
from moral failure. Sin isn’t just a word; jt 
Ls a .stupendous fact in every life, and all 
of u.s face crises in our experience when we 
need to repent, to be forgiven, to be ‘‘trans­ 
formed bv the renew ing of our minds,” 
Jesus’ story of the Prodigal Son applic'S, 
one way or another, to every one of us. 
That boy started by saying. “Give me”— 
“Give me the share of property that falls 
nie”—but when he came back from the 
far country, humiliated and penitent, he 
had changed his tune. “Make me,” he said 
to his father. “Make me as one of your 
hired servants, only make me different from 
what I have been.” Staging a comeback like 
that IS about the toughest of a.ssignments. It 
involves repentance, confession, forgiveness, 
restitution, reconciliation

good life is not simple especially when one 
has done something that makes a long up­ 
hill climb nece.ssary if one is tp recover 
rectitude and integi ity. I have seen many 
magnificent comebacks from m oral aby.sses 
alcoholism, vice, criminality, or w hat- 
you-will -b u t I never .saw one that did 
not involve a recovery of faith in God. 
From the tone of your letter, I am sure 
that you will not stop where you are. You 
are not the fust person to give up religion. 
There was a youth who called him.self an 
atheist. He rebelled against his inherited 
religion so vehemently that once, when his 
family took him to church, he made a dis­ 
turbance and was publicly rebuked. Who 
w as.that youth’’ You never would guess, 
unless by chance you knew. It was Robert 
Browning, who afterward wrote: 


I say, the acknowledgement oj God 
in Christ, 
Accepted by thy reason, solves for thee 
All questions in the earth and out of it. 


Yes, that Robert Browning.
